Then Sparks turned the pistol on his 
wife and fired. 
She fell, shot through 
the body. 
Tne wounded were rushed 
to Crowell, where Mrs. 
Sparks died 
three days later. 
The s o n ’s wounds 
were j ot serious. 
Mr, Sparks was ai rested.

released on bond in the sum of $5000. 
It is said that Mrs. Sparks was 
form erly the wife 
of a

self had killed a man in that state.
